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The   countries  reported   in   this   publication  are   generally  the 
major   meat   consuming   countries   in   the   world.      The  meats 
covered   are   those   from  livestock   (beef   and   veal,    pork,  lamb, 
sheep  and  goat   meat,    and   horsemeat)    and   poultry  (chicken, 
turkey,    and   other)--but   not   fish.      The    fact    that    the  popula- 
tion  in  most   of   these   countries   has   increased   in   1978  about  1 
percent   over    the   1977   population   is   an   important    factor  rela- 
tive  to    the   per    capita   consumption  changes. 

Total   per   capita   consumption  of   the   meats   covered   for  the 
countries   indicated   has   increased   about    1   percent   in  1978 
compared   to   1977   as   growth   in   pork  and   poultry  consumption 
more   than  compensated   for   a   decline   in   beef.      These  trends 
are  expected   to   continue   in   1979  with  an  additional   1  percent 
growth  in  the  consumption  level. 

At    111  kilograms   per    person,    the   United   States   had  a 
noticeable  drop  in  meat   consumption  in   1978  from  the  1977 
level.      This   decline   is   expected   to   reverse   itself   in  1979 
but   not  regain   the   1977   level.      The   decline   in   1978   is  mainly 
attributed   to   the   5   percent   drop   in   beef   consumption  for 
which  a   slight   increase    in   consumption   of   pork  and  poultry 
meat   could   not   compensate.      An   even   larger    drop   in   beef  con- 
sumption  is   expected   in   1979;   however,    greater    quantities  of 
pork  and   poultry   should  more    than   compensate   and  consumption 
should  grow  slightly. 

The   USSR   had   a   slight   increase   in   total   meat   per  capita 
consumption   in   1978   over    the   1977  per    capita   consumption  of  57 
kilograms.      Per    capita   meat   consumption   in   the   USSR  is 
increasing   steadily  and   is   expected    to    increase   again  in 
1979.      The   largest   increase   was   in   1977,    mainly   because   of  a 
very   large   slaughter   rate   resulting   from  a   poor   grain  harvest 
during   the   1975/76   crop   year.      The   Soviets   have  increased 
their   consumption  levels   since   then,    partly  by  importing 
foreign  meats,    especially   from  Australia,    New  Zealand,  the 
European   Community   (EC),    and  Argentina. 


EC   countries   experienced   an  average   2  percent   increase   in  per 
capita  meat   consumption   in   1978,    and  an   increase   is  expected 
again   in   1979.      Pork,  accounts   for   about   43  percent   of  the 
EC's  average   per    capita   meat   consumption  of    75  kilograms  with 
West   Germany,    still   the   world's   largest   pork  consumer, 
accounting   for   most   of   the   increase.      West   Germany's  consump- 
tion of  all  meats   including   pork  has   increased   steadily  since 
1976.      For    total  meats,    the  major   consumers   in   the   EC  are 
France,    Belgium-Luxembourg,    and  West   Germany,  respectively. 

Although  beef   consumption  dropped   6  kilograms   in   1978  from 
the   1977   level   of   124  kilograms,    Australia   continues   as  the 
largest   per   capita  meat   consumer   of   the  reporting  countries. 
Beef  and   veal   accounts    for   59  percent   of   the   meat   consumed  in 
Australia  with  mutton,    poultry,   and   pork  following,  respec- 
tively.   The   drop  in   beef   consumption   is   mainly  a  result  of 
declining   beef   production  and   strong   export   demand.  This 
situation   is   expected   to   continue   through  1979,    bringing  per 
capita   consumption   to   the   lowest   level   since   1974  and 
possibly   dropping   Australia   from  its   position  as    the  world's 
top  meat   eater . 

The   Argentines  remain   the   world's   largest   beef   eaters   on  a  per 
capita   basis,   and   their    1978  per   capita   consumption  of  92 
kilograms   is   the  highest    level   ever   reported.      This  high 
level   of   consumption  was   mostly  caused   by  unattractive  cattle 
prices   earlier    in   1978,    which  resulted   in  a  record  cattle 
slaughter.      The   1979   consumption  is   projected    to   drop  sharply 
and   be   the   lowest   since   1975   because   of   strong   export  demand 
and   cattle   price   increases,   which  are   encouraging  herd 
rebuilding.      For   all  meats,    Argentina  ranks   thirds  after 
Australia  and   the  United  States. 

West   Germany  is   the   top   pork  consumer    in   the  reporting 
countries,    followed   by   Poland.      Both  countries   are  increasing 
their   pork  consumption  and  are   expected   to   continue  this 
increase   in   1979.      Poland   increased   its   pork  production  in 
1978  by  14  percent   over    the   1977   level,    which  largely 
accounts   for   the   increase   in  consumption. 

New  Zealand  is   the  largest   per   capita  consumer   of   sheep  and 
goat  meat.      Per   capita   consumption  of   sheep  meat   at  31 
kilograms   has   increased   3   percent   in   1978  and   is   expected  to 
continue   to  rise   in   1979.      Consumption  of   all  meats 
declined   slightly  because   of  a   lessening   in   the   consumption  of 
beef  . 
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At    32  kilograms,    Israel   has    the    largest    per    capita  consumption 
of   poultry  meat   of   the   reporting   countries.      The  Israelis 
experienced   a   sharp  reduction   in   consumption   in    1978  as  a 
result   of   relatively   high   feed   prices,   which  had   a  strong 
negative   impact   on   poultry   production.      Inflation  has  also 
had   a   negative   impact   on   consumption   of   poultry  meat.  The 
outlook   for    1979   shows    little   relief    in   consumption  levels, 
and    they  are   expected    to   decline  again.
